Assemblyman Says Prac- 
tice Expensive and Doesn't 
Serve Intended Purpose

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 15.—Con- 
at it utional amendments proposed in 
the Legislature today included one 
by Assemblyman Edwin Baker of 
Los Angeles, which would change 
the organe law relating to the Leg- 
islature, merely by eliminating the 
thirty-day cohstitutional recess, As 
the law now stands, the Legislature 
meets, works thirty days or so, 
goes home thirty days, and returns 
to finish its labors. The amend- 
ment would leave things unchanged 
except that it would do W with 
the thirty-day recess. 

“The present plan is pretty in 
theory,” said Mr. Baker, “but any- 
body who has served here, or 
worked here through a session or 
two, knows tha 
fit the State in any way, and be- 
comes costly. 

“The idea was that during the 
intermission, legislators would go 
home and read the bills, and dis- 
cuss them with their constituents. 
They do this, to some extent, but 
it almost is useless as a precaution, 
for various reasons. First, each 
member can introduce two bills 
after the constitutional recess. If 
anybody has a vicious one, he 
holds it up, and the people never 
see it, or hear of it. Second, a 
man can introduce all the skele- 
ton bills he likes, before recess, and 
then amend the text afterward. All 
he has to do to hold them on the. 
calendar is to file a title that re- 
lates to the act as drafte finally. 

“There is another argument 
against the intermission, and that 
is, the expense. Members get mile- 
age to and from their homes which 
could otherwise be saved. This 
time the total mileage for House 
and Senate for the round trip will 
amount to $11,563.60. 

“I have talked with numerous 
persons, both in and out of the 
Legislature, and so far I have heard 
no opposition to this change. It 
seems to me that it would he bene- 
ficial in many ways.“

Show Gain as Hangings 
Drop Of 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15. — The only 
certain remedy for crime is to 
hang the criminal. This method, 
at least, puts that particular crim!i- 
nal out of business and it serves 
to restrain other potential crim!- 
nals who do not fancy stepping off 
at the end of a rope. 

Col. Henry Chamberlin, 
operating director of the Chicago 
Crime Commission, said today: 

“It is eignificant that in 1920, 
the year in which there were four- 
teen hangings in Cook county, mur- 
der decreased 61 per cent, and that 
in 1922, a year in which there 
was but one hanging, murder 
showed an increase."’ 

In 1919 there were 330 murders 
in Chicago. Due to the activity 
of the hangman, this number fell 
to 194 in 1920, and with the shad- 
ow of the noose still visible, fur- 
ther decreased to 190 in 1921. Then 
with but one legal execution, the 
number showed 228 in 1922.

“FIRST FIFTY YEARS” SETS 
NEW DRAMATIC

“The first fifty years of marriage 
are the hardest!” 

That's the cynically hum 
significance of the title of the 
“The First Fifty Years,” which 
opened last night atthe Little 
Theater to a crowded house, among 
the patrons being many famous and 
fashionable folk. 

“The First Fifiy Years” is a new 
play by Henry Myers. It made a 
sensational hit back in New York, 
where they aren't satisfied with 
the saccharine any more. Its effect 
on the theater is revolutionary. It 
is cynical, but absorbingly dra- 
matic just t same, with its hu- 
mor the sardonic humor of the 
ridiculous which so often +‘ tinges 
even tragedy in real life. It is 
quite a pitiless revelatién of the 
“petty dust” that chokes the souls 
of the married. 


There are only two people in the 
cast! They are the husband and 
wife“ The undercurrent of the 
play is painfully pessimistic, the 
story illumining the fact that two 
people can live and eat and sleep 
side by side for fifty years-—yet 
grow more and more apart, 

It all depends on what you bring 
to “The First Fifty Lear“ what 
you will carry away with you. The 
faces of the crowd, last night as 
they. left the theater, and the 
entr’acte remarks, were almost as 
entertaining as the play. 

It's a play you can't help talk- 
ing about and taking more or less 
to yourself, married or unmarried, 
if you happen to be over 18 years

Brilliantly played, with every

WEIRD DRAMA BY O'NEILL AT 
THE MASON

nothing happens except a negro 
running around firing a gun.” 

All the first-nighters at the Ma- 
son were in a communicative mood 
last evening. They had just fin- 
ished seeing The Emperor Jones.“ 
Many of them were not regular 
first-nighters, but they expressed 
their opinion of the show just the 
same. And I think that I have 
summed up the essence of that por- 
tion of the opinion in the first 
three sentences of this review. 
How other members of the au- 
dience felt I can only judge by 
the expressions of the professional 
and, in general, these were fa 
vorable to thé artistic merits. 

There were a number of colored 
people in the audience, too, at- 


Aracted by the general nature of 


the play and by its star. From 
unpre 1 did not obtain an opinion, 
however. 

So there you have it, the public 
pulse on “The Eniperior Jones, 
which in its hour and a half, is 
probably the strangest dramatic 
contraption that has ever visited 
the stage in this city. It is by Eu- 
gene G. O'Neill, whose plays are 
now the rage not only in the high- 
brow and ultra circies, but quite 
generally, and it features head and 
heels above everybody else the 
negro actor, Charles 8. Gilpin, 
who, as I recall it, achieved his 
reputation in this weird piece of 
theatrical construction. 

I think I have made it plain that 
“The Emperor Jones” is not some- 
thing that you go to the theater to 
like. Nor is ite purpose super- 
ficially evident. It is not the kind 
of play that is to be recommended 
without some advance preparation, 
and the altering of the usual ex- 
pectations with which one goes to 
the theater. It does not amuse 
and it hardly entertains, but it 
gets over Gomething that is a good 
deal more powerful than amuse- 
ment or entertainment, and that 
is avery plausible theory regarding 
what will hapepn to the primitive 
man under a given set of circum- 
stances. 

The man is the mee Brutus 
Jones, and the basis of the cir- 
cumstances is fear. Our hero, if 
such he can be called, is, at the 
opening of the play, the so-called 
emperor of a slave colony on a 
West Indian island. He has gained 
his sway over the blacks through 
the fact that_his dark skin is sup- 
posed to be Ibpervious to leaden 
bullets. He himself asserts that 
only a silver bullet can — him. 
He carries one in his 2 revolver to 
@etile the afgument in ove tavor 
anytime that he might be hard-

At the actual opening of the play 
the spell he exerted is broken, and 
his slayes in reyolt have fled to 
the hills where they are preparing 
to make mincemeat of their em- 
peror. The emporer is informed 
of this by a snivelitig white trader. 

The emperor has made good use 
of his time while governing the 
blacks. He made money and 
sent it all abroad, knowing that 
some day his reign would be over. 
He has planned his escape through 
a thick forest in the night to arrive 
at the other side a free man in 
the dawn. 

The white trader, however, im- 
plants fear in the negro’s heart, 
and when he actually comes to the 
forest this fear takes possession of 
him, Step by step, with revolver 
shots marking the climaxes of his 
dread, and a tomtom continually 
signifying the threatened pureuit of 
his former slaves, he is reduced by 
his fear to his natural primitive 


type. 

The telling of this does tittle . 
tice to the actual happenings on 
the stage. And yet in some re- 
spects it does more, By this I mean, 
that I believe that this play would 

@ better than it acts. Personally. 
white I appreciate its semblances of 
rare artistic skill in getti over 
a difficult theme, I do not for 
some of the fantastic elements in 
the plece—the ghosts and the 
visions. 

The first flash of the crap-shoot- 
ing friend of the negro whom at 
one’ time in his life he shot for 
cheating, took some of the edge out 
of the elemental force of the 
drama. The rest had been real, but 
here was something unreal in- 
jected, to place you in the same 
state of mind as the negro — 42 
was supposed to see the vision, 
and it didn't. 

The subsequent visions only serve 
to sloud the issue the more for 
those who do not readi grasp. 
the significance of this play, while |} 
— hardly serve to enlighten —— 
who do grasp the play's elucidation 
of the primitive state of mind. We 
mot be far enough advances 
in our stdgecraft to give reality to 
the O'Neill idea, but I doubt i it 
will ever really survive except an 
the paper on which it is written, 
and there the reader can supply 


his own scenery and effects. 


“The Emperor Jones” is in eight /

rized. We won't hold that against 
him, because his opening scene 
quite established his reputation.

INCOME TAX PROBLEMS 


Extent of Exemption Allowed Family Head; Income 
Liability ; Illustrations of Distinctions 


blie.

Probably no section of the rev- 
enue laws causes such confusion 
in the minds of so many persons as 
that which relates to the personal 
exemption of a head of a family. 
The great care that needs to be 
jexercised in distinguishing between 
the liability of a single person to 
file a return and to pay a tax, if 
he happens to be the head of a 
family, has already been explained 
in this series. 

To eliminate as nearly as possi- 
ble some of the difficuties in pas- 
sing upon the question of who the 
head of a family is, within the 
meaning of the income-tax law, 
the following section of Regula- 
tions 62 is quoted: 

“A head of a family is an in- 
dividual who actually supports and 
maintains in one household one or 
more individuals who are closely 
connected wita him by blood re- 
lationship, by marriage or by adop- 
tion, and whose right to exercise 
family control and provide for 
these dependent individuals is 
Lased upon some moral or legal 
obligation. In the absence of 
continuous actua: residence to- 
gether, whether or not a person 
with dependant relatives is a head 
of a family withinetho 8 of 
the statute must depe on the 
icharacter of the separation. 

“If a father ts absent on business 
or at war, or a child or other de- 
pendent is away at school or on 
a visit, the common home being 
still maintained, the additional 
exemption applies. If, moreover, 
through force of circumstances a 
parent is obliged to maintain his 
dependent children with relatives 
or in a bearding-house while he 
lives elsewhere, the additional ex- 
emption may still apply. 

“If, however, without necessity 


the dependent continuously makes 


his home elsewhere, his benefactor 
is not the head of a family, irre- 
spective of the question of sup- 
port. A resident alien with chil- 
dren abroad is not thereby entitled 
to credit as the head of a family.”

country with its resultant mate- 
rial decrease in prices. 

If the annual production of 1921 
over 1920 as expressed in dollars 
showed a slight gain, and if con- 
sideration is taken of the general 
decline in the price level, it is 
apparent that even in that year 
of retrenchment the volume of 
furniture manufacturing in Los 
Angeles underwent a continued ex- 

nelén. The decrease in capital 

nvestment is due not only to de- 
flated prices, but to faflure of sev- 
eral concerns which were not in a 
financial condition sufficiently 
period of 


depression. 


GROWING INDUSTRY | 
The year just completed has, ac- 
cording to the best early estimates, 


witnessed a continuation of the 
healthy growth of the industry. The 
annual prodyction for 1922 is es- 
timated at approximately $25,000,- 
000 with a weekly pay roll aggregat- 
ing about $150,000. At the present 
time there are forty-three clussi- 
fled furniture faetories in metro- 
politan Los Angeles, employing 
4000 workers at an average annual 
salary of about $2000. This classt- 
fication does not include a large 
number of smaller establishments 
which can hardly be called manu- 
facturing organizations. 

The industry as a whole has had 
prosperous year. The 1922 ales 
of the largest local organization 
have exceeded those for 1921 by at 
least 15 per cent and are even 
larger than 1920, while the net 
profits are considerably In excess 
of last year. Conditions at the pres- 


ent time are such that local plants/ 


are not experiencing great difficul- 
ty in meeting the prices of eastern 
concerns on most articies. Labor is 
somewhat cheaper than in the 
East, probably in part due to open- 
shep conditions and in part to 
cheaper living costs In Los Ange- 
les as Compared with eastern and 
middie western localities. 

The sales territory of Los Ange- 
les furniture manufacturers is 
limited largely to Southern Califor- 
nia. Very little production is ex- 
ported, practically none is sold 
east of the mountains, and freight 
rates to the northern Pacific Coast 
States are not conducive to ex- 
tended sales in that territory. 


OL, EXPORT MARKET 

American exporters of petrole- 
um products are confronted with 
two great problems in the effects 
of the huge Liandercy refinery of 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Co., on the 
markets of western Europe and 
the rapid expansion of Dutch and 
British facilities for ofl distribu- 
tion in the Far East. This is the 
Opinion of Department of Com- 
merce investigators, and they also 
prophesy that still greater competi- 
tion will follow with the enlarge- 
ment of refining facilities in plants 
already operating or proposed in 
the United Kingdom. 

American companies selling in 
the export markets must unite 
against the powerful trade com- 
binations presented by their com- 
petitors, if the best results are to 
be obtained, declares the c.m- 
merce report. Different credit 
practices must be put into cffect 
also, it is contended, in order to 
build a satisfied group of consum-

wagons, filling stations, etc., thus 
dispensing with a certain propor- 
tion of the package goods so large- 
ly sold. in foreign markets today.

Sheriff Traeger, County Counsel 
Hill and Chief Dep. Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes were requested by the com- 
mission to prepare lists of needed 
enactments and amendments cal- 
culated to correct present evils and 
inadequacies in the California 
Penal Code. At the same time it 
was announced by Maj. Walter K. 
Tuller, presiding, that the Los An- 
geles County Bar Association will 
collaborate with the commission 
along similar lines. It is expected 
that a definite legislative program 
will be formulated immediately and 
steps taken to bring it before the 
Legislature now in session with 
whatever emphasis may be nec ied 
to secure its passage. 


THREE-FOURTHS V 

Among the more impoftant arti- 
cles of proposed legislation under 
consideration is a constitutional 
amendment or other statute pro- 
viding that three-fourths of a jury 
may return a verdict in criminal 
cases, with the possible exception 
of cases involving capital punish- 
ment. A poll by The Times, made 
recently. showed that eighteen out 
of twenty-two judges on the Los 
Angeles county bench favor such a 
change. 

Another piece of corrective leg- 
islation urged by Mr. Keyes is one 
making it optional with a trial 
judge whether or not he shall sign 
what is known as a certificate of 
provable cause. Under the pres- 
ent system a person convicted of 
a felony and subject to sentence 
in the State penitentiary may se- 
cure a writ of probable cause per- 
mitting him to remain in the 
County Jail pending an appeal to 
a higher court. As in the case 
of Herb Wilson and other danger- 
ous prisoners, Mr. Keyes pointed 
out that this opens the way to 
jailbreaks and to corruption of 
other prisoners. 

Other legislative matters con- 
sidered include the question of a 
separate trial on an i insanity 
charge of prisoners who contem- 
plate an insanity defense, the reg- 
ulation of pawn brokers and oth- 
ers who may knowingly or other- 
wise receive stolen goods, methods 
looking toward greater economy in 
city and county govermment, 
thereby making available more 
money for the administration of 
justice, and the matter of the pro- 
posed abolition of the State Bu- 
reau of Criminal Identification and 
Investigation. This abolition is 
reported to be under consideration 
by the Governor as an economy 
measure. Various speakers yes- 
terday gave it as their opinion that 
this bureau should be continued 
and the commission decided to re- 
quest the Bar Association to make 
an investigation of the subject and 
of the proposal to transfer this 
work to the inmates of San Quen- 
tin prison. 

Chairman McClellan of the Board 
of Supervisors commended the 
work of Sheriff Traeger and the 
spirit of co-operation shown by all 
peace officers, but called attention 
to the need for more officers in 
both city and county. 

Sheriff Traeger said the tre- 
mendous growth in population of 
Los Angeles city and county is 
largely responsible for the increase 
in crime. He advocated a more 
complete organization of the coun- 
ty constabulary and the speeding 
up of the machinery of the courts. 
The present congestion in the Coun- 
ty Jail, he said, served to promote 
the illigittmate business of jack-leg 
lawyers, who are thereby enabled 
to do a wholesale contract business 
among prisoners. forced to wait 
months for trial. 

Sheriff Traeger declared that the 
opening of the race track 
Tijuana Has brought many unde- 
sirables to Southern California and 
that Los Angeles rather than San 
Diego has become headquarters for 
them.

Would Submit Proposal at 
Next Election 
Provides Freeholders Roard 
to Draft Plan 


The movement for 2 new char- 
ter for Los Angeles formally was 
started at yesterday's session of 
the City Council when Councilmar 
Spal ks introduced a resolution un- 
der which the Council would sub- 
mit at the next general election 
the troposition of selecting a 
board of freeholdera to draft a 
new charter. 

Councilman resolution 
was seconded by Councilman 
Mushet, but was referred to the 
Public Welfare Committee of 
which Councilman Allan is chair- 
man, for a report. Councilman 


Sparks said that he wanted quick 


that the Councils ruie that com- 
mittees must report within too 
weeks on matters referred to them, 
be enforced in this cas“. 

The resolution introduced by 
Councilman Sparks was as follows: 


SPARKS RESOLUTION 
“WHEREAS, this city has long 
been laboring under an inadequate, 
unsatisfactory and antiquated 
charter, and 

“WHEREAS, the growth and fu- 
ture prosperity of our city de- 
mands that a modern charter 
should be adopted, under which 
ts government may function prop- 
rly and more advantageously to 
Its citizens. 

“THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, that it is the sense of 
this Council that the time hes ar- 
rived when the questicn of a new 
charter should be passed upon and 
determined by a vote of the peo- 
ple, and that at the next general 
election the proposition of selecting 
a board of freeholders for the pur- 
pose of framing a new charter 
shall be submitted to the voters of 
this city.” 
In case Councilman Sparks's 
resolution is adopted by the City 
Council, the procedure required 
would be for the Council to call 
for the circulation of petitions for 
candidates for the board of free- 
holders, the nominees’ names to 
appear on the ballot at the May 
Primas and the names of the 
thirty persons receiving the high- 
est vote to be placed before the 
voters at the June city election, the 


fifteen receiving the highest tes 
constituting the Board of ee- 
holders. This board would begin 


ite sessions, and would be required 
to submit a draft of a new char- 
ter to the City Council within four 
months from the time the board 
was elected The d-sft of the 
charter then would be submitted 
to the voters at the next general 
election vr et a special election. 


‘CHAMBER BACKS MOVE 


Realizing the necessity of a new 
charter and the importance of get- 
ting its consideration before the 
people, with analysis of its pro- 
posed form in time for the special 
election that may be called by the 
City Council, or at the regular mu- 
nicipal election in the spring, the 
board of directors of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce has 
initiated a movement for its fur- 
therance that is meeting with ap- 
proval and success among the cit- 
izenry. 

The chamber board has invited

When Napoleon sneered at the British 
for being “a nation of shopkeepers,” he 
touched the secret spring of their long 
dominance in world affairs. Since then @ 
greater nation of shopkeepers has come to 
the front—yet even this greater nation ap- 
parently can still learn points from its old- 
er rival. 

In the present muddle of post-war debts 
and settlements the British instinct for 
scenting a good bargain is standing that 
nation in good stead. Thus while America| 
was building wooden ships to win the 
World War, Britain was consolidating the 
rubber supply of the world against the com- 

In the Malay Peninsula and other tropical 
British possessions the planters developed 
so immense a supply of crude rubber that 
the price tumbled to levels never before 
reached. In the Philippine Islands Ameri- 
cans have lands equally adapted for the 
production of rubber, but while they could 
buy it so cheaply from the British, Ameri- 
can capital fought shy of entering this 
seemingly overexploited field.

PHOTOGRAPHER SENTENCE 


Man Who Admits Counterfeiting Bank of England. 
Notes Second of Quartet to Hear Fate 


Oscar A. Simon, commercial 
for the last four 
years established at 115% North 
Broadway, indicted with Ivan 
Glavadanovic, John Popovic and 
John Orloff, known as “The Count,” 
pleaded guilty to the charge of 
counterfeiting Bank of England 
notes, in U. S. District Judge Trip- 
pet's court yesterday, and was sen- 
tenced to four years in the Federal 
penitentiary on McNeil Island. 

This disposes of two of the quar- 
tet, Ivan Glavadanovic having been 
in San Francisco last 
week to four years and a half in 
Leavenworth Federal prison. Pop- 
ovic, captured in New York with 
$460,000 in Bank of England £50 
and £100 notes, now is en route to 
Los Angeles to angwer to the in- 
dictment. 

OF GOOD CHARACTER 

Simon resided with his wife and 
two children at 715 Mission street, 
South Pasadena, and had been in 
business as a commercial photog- 
rapher since coming to this cipy 
from Buffalo. He is said to be an 
excellent workman in bis profes- 


tified to his previous good charac- 


ter. 

George W. Hazen, who had 
charge of the case against Simon, 
told the court that he considered 
Simon the head and front of the 
conspiracy, and also that it was 
the first time in his connection 
with the government secret service 
in this city that he had prose- 
cuted a «¢ for the counterfeiting 
ef Bank of England notes. 

Simon in his own behalf declared 


that he had been made the “goat” 


that he had photographed the bills 
from which the plates were made, 
and that he was to have been paid 
$25,000 if the plan succeeded. He 
accused Gilavadanovic as the chief 
conspirator, but said also that Pop- 
ovic who, during his stay in this 
city wasn repairer of surgical in- 
struments, lent a willing hand. 
Glavadanovic, while in Los Angeles, 
was employed in the foreign ex- 
change department of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank. 


IMITATIONS EXCELLENT 

In his statement Secret Service 
Agent Hazen said that six or seven 
months had been spent by the 
quartet in making the notes; that 
the watermark in the legal notes 
had hitherto defied the art of coun- 
terfeiters, but that it had been 
splendidly imitated in the speci- 
mens that had been taken from 
Glavadanovic at the time of his 
arrest in San Francisco. 

Before being taken into custody, 
Glavadanovic had succeeded in 
passing $6000 worth of the notes 
on the foreign exchange depart- 
ments of five San Francisco banks. 
With this money the party was 
going to New York, where there 
Was a wider field for the passing 
of Bank of England money. 

Orloff, who posed as Andrew 
Count John Drascovitz, is a dis- 
tinguished. looking foreigner, who 
had, up to the time of his arrest, 
been connected with some of the 
local motion-picture studios, where 
he furnished atmosphere“ where 
it was desired to interpret the role 
of a diplomat or foreign officer.
